Apogee, and the other after it: Conſequently we hal! have 
none of the Moon, nor can any of the Sun thus circumltan- 
ced (viz. happening near the Lunar Nodes) be very tt 
markable in any art of Europe; for the Situation of us 
Furope ans upon the Globe requircth the Moon to have cor 
fid erable North Latitude, to counter ballayce her arab 
Ne egg thereby, in order to bring her betwixt the Sun 
and us.

grces 40 Minutes of North Latitude, 26 Degrees 30 Min. 
Eaft from Londin, viz. near Gaoga in Nero Land, this E- 
clipſe will be both total and central in the Meridian, about 
two Degtees to the South of their Zenith. 

The other Defect falls upon the 15th of Odober 48 Min. 
paſt 5 at Night with us: This Eclipſe by reaſon of the 
Earth's nearer Approach to the Sun, and the Moon's recede- 
ing farther from the Earth (thereby diminiſhing her apparent 
Diameter, and increaſing thut of the Sun, will not be total 
in any Part of the Earth; but ſuch Places, as happen to meet 
with a central Phenomena, will be entertained with a ſplen- 
did Ring of Light, incompaſſing the Moon's obſcure dark 
Body, of equal Breadth on every Side, vzz. about one third 
of a Digit or ſomewhat better: This Appearance happeneth 
in the Meridian (about 4 Degrees 57 Minutes North from 
their Zenith or Vertical Point) under about 17 Degrees 27 
Minutes of South Latitude, about $7 Degrees Weſt from 
London ; namely, in the great Sou h S-a, about 35 Leagues 
olf of Camaua upon the Weſtern Coaſts of South America. 


January the 29th, there happeneth a famous ConjunGion 
of Saturn and Mars, worthy the Obſervation of ſuch as are 
Curious. My Tables, as appears by their Places at the 
Noontides before and after, make the time of this Congreſs 
betwixt 7 and 8 o'Clock at Night, in Sagittary 7 Degrees 33 
Minutes; Jupiter's North Latitude exceeding that of Mars 
about 17 Minutes. The Tables I make uſe of being en- 
tirely of my own compoſing, I am not ſo opinionated, as to 
prerend to give the preciſe Minute, or even Hour, of this 
Conjunction ; for an Error of a Minute or two in the Place 
of cach Planet, if different in Quality, will make a Dero- 
gation of no leſs than 3 or 4 Hours in the Time: Whilſt on 
the contrary, a Deviation in their Places, if both Negative, 
or both Affirmative, tho* never ſo large, if equal, will not 
vary the Time at all. Whence it may be inferred, that the
